2. AppUcant's arguments, see pages 1-9 under Remarks, filed 12/29/03, with respect to the 
use of a first through fourth array of beam lets have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The 102(e) rejections of claims 5-1 1 pertaining to claims 5, 6 and 1 1 have been withdrawn 
however, claims 7-10 the 102(e) rejection is rendered moot because of necessitated amendment 
by appUcant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 5 - 1 2 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
independent claims 5, 7 (now amended), 11, and 12 (new) are allowed over the prior art of 
record because none teach or render obvious a method of crystallizing a thin film of material 
comprising the steps of the use of first through foxirth array beam lets and performing a second 2- 
shot process using the second set of sUts while simultaneouslv illuminating both the first sets of 
slits and the second set of slits . See Park et al. US Patent 6,326,286 teaches the method of 
crystallizing a thin fihn of a material however, fails the step of first through fourth array beam 
lets. In addition, Park does disclose two sets of slits however does not teach that the two slits are 
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illuminated simultaneously while performing a second 2-shot process using the second set of 
slits.
